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Claims 10-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not teach or suggest the claimed method of producing a 
molten aluminum alloy contact member by the recited processing steps as claimed. 

The claims were also provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-10 of copending Application No 
1 1/565,771 . Applicant stated that since claims 10-13 were indicated as allowed on the 
PTOL-326, the recitation of claims 10-13 in the double patenting rejection must have 
been in error. 

To clarify, claims 10-13 were rejected on the grounds of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as recited in the office action. The Examiner 

mistakenly indicated the claims as allowed and instead should have just indicated the 
presence of allowable subject matter pending the resolution of the double-patenting 
rejection. 

However, since the provisional double patenting is the only rejection remaining in 
the case for claims 1 0-1 3 and the present Application is the earlier filed of the two 
Applications, the rejection is hereby withdrawn per MPEP 804 [R-5] 1. 1 . and the claims 
are allowed.
